To  THE  Eston  Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  my  Twelfth  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health  of  Eston  District  during  the  year  1909,  with  an  account  of  the  Sanitary 
work  performed  and  the  measures  that  should  be  adopted  for  its  improvement.

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Physical  Features.  The  general  Physical  Features  of  the  District  are  on 
the  whole  conducive  of  health.  Clay  sub-soil,  hilly  country  with  good  watershed 
to  the  River  Tees. 

House  Accommodation.  The  Population  of  the  District  is  almost  entirely 
of  the  working  class.  The  house  accommodation  on  the  whole  is  very  good,  and 
gradually  improving  from  year  to  year.  All  new  houses  are  built  in  accordance 
with  the  Council’s  Bye-laws,  with  6in.  of  cement  concrete  over  the  whole  area  of 
the  site  built  upon,  lofty  rooms,  and  at  least  150  supl.  feet  of  open  space  in  the  yard 
area  ; broad  streets,  and  in  many  cases  small  gardens  in  front  of  houses.  They 
are  all  built  under  the  supervision  of  the  District  Surveyor. 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  the  Housing  of 
the  Working  Classes  Act. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage.  The  Sewerage  and  Drainage  of  the  whole  District 
is  now  in  a highly  satisfactory  condition.  There  are  two  main  outfalls  emptying 
into  the  Estuary  of  the  River  Tees.  For  some  time  a considerable  recurring  nuisance 
existed  in  the  South-west  portion  of  the  District,  caused  by  the  drainage  of  some 
50  to  60  houses  emptying  into  a stream,  which  in  hot  dry  seasons  became  very 
objectionable.  The  Council,  recognising  the  necessity  for  the  abolition  of  this 
menace  to  public  health,  decided  upon  a scheme  whereby  the  sewage  is  diverted 
from  the  stream  and  carried  by  means  of  sanitary  pipes  connected  up  to  the  IMain 
Sewerage  System.  This  was  completed  in  1906  at  a cost  of  about  £1,100,  and  so 
far  as  the  drainage  and  sewerage  is  concerned,  this  district  will  compare  with  any 
place  in  England. 

Polution  of  Streams,  &c.  None. 

Excrement  and  House  Refuse  Disposal.  The  system  in  vogue  in  this  District 
for  the  disposal  of  Excrement  and  House  Refuse,  is  almost  entirely  the  pan  or  pail 
system.  There  are  a few  W.C.’s  and  about  one  hundred  privy  ashpits.  The 
whole  of  the  scavanging  is  carried  out  by  the  District  Council  at  night  time.  The 
pans  being  emptied  twice  a week  where  necessary,  and  the  ashpits  twelve  times  a 
year.  The  pans  are  emptied  into  tumbler  carts,  the  receptacles  are  cleaned  out  and 
dusted  with  Carbolic  Disinfecting  Powder,  and  each  cart  when  tilled  is  taken  direct 
away  to  neighbouring  farms,  where  it  is  sorted  and  used  for  manurial  purposes. 

Water  Supply.  There  is  an  excellent  sup])ly  of  River  Water  taken  from  the 
upper  reaches  of  the  River  Tees  and  Balder.  A few  wells,  which  are  examined  and 
chemically  analysed  from  time  to  time. 
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Schools.  There  are  live  (h^anty  ('oiincil  vSchools  in  the  District,  all  of  which 
are  in  a good  iip-to-clate  sanitary  condition,  with  good  sanitary  conveniences  and 
play-grounds. 

Bye-Laws  Nuisances,  There  are  of  course  a large  number  of  niusauces  con- 
tinually occurring  throughout  the  District,  of  a minor  character,  as,  for  instance, 
yard  sinks  becoming  choked  up  by  the  admission  of  small  coal,  potato  peeling,  and 
other  foreign  substances,  the  leakage  of  worn  sanitary  pans,  dirty  back  yards  and 
premises,  all  of  which  are  remedied  on  verbal  or  written  notice. 

Systematic  inspections  have  been  made  during  the  year  by  the  Inspector 
of  Nuisances  and  myself,  but  no  serious  conditions  were  discovered  inimical  to  public 
health — no  house  to  house  inspection  was  made,  as  this  was  done  in  1906  and  reported 
on.  The  sanitary  condition  of  the  District  is  excellent. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

During  the  year  the  births  of  391  children  have  been  registered,  of  these  203 
were  boys  and  188  girls.  The  total  gives  a rate  of  29.13  per  1,000  per  annum  of 
the  estimated  popluation.  Last  year  the  birth-rate  was  29-87  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population. 

MORTAL  STATISTICS, 

During  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1909,  196  deaths  were  registered 
in  Eston  Turban  Sanitary  District.  The  death  rate  was  equal  to  14.60  per  1,000  of 
the  population  estimated  to  the  middle  of  the  year.  Last  year  172  deaths  were 
registered,  the  death  rate  being  equal  to  12.80  per  1,000  per  annum  of  the  estimated 
population.

1st.  Careful  systematic  ins])ection  of  the  district  with  a view  to  remedyiiiy 
any  sanitary  defects  likely  to  give  rise  to  infectious  diseases. 

2nd.  \dsitation  of  your  Medical  Officer  and  Inspector  to  every  house  in 
which  infectious  disease  occurs. 

3rd.  Free  Isolation  in  the  Sanatorium. 

4th.  School  notihcation  of  infectious  diseases,  and  preventing  of  children 
from  infectious  houses  attending  school. 

5th.  Distribution  of  printed  precautions  against  the  spread  of  infectious 
diseases. 

6th.  Disinfection  of  all  infected  houses  by  an  Officer  of  the  Council  under 
the  supervision  of  your  Inspector. 

7th.  Gratuitous  supply  of  disinfectants  in  all  cases  requiring  them. 

8th.  The  Council  pay  for  Swabs,  etc.,  taken  in  doubtful  cases  of  Diphtheria, 
Typhoid  FTver  and  Consumption  sent  to  the  Lister  Institute,  Chelsea  Gardens, 
London,  by  the  Medical  Officer. 

9th.  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  used  at  the  vSanatorium. 

10th.  Diphtheria  Antitoxen  supplied  to  Doctors  for  preventive  purposes. 


CAUSES  OF  DEATH. 

Diseases  of  the  Respiratory  Organs.  Forty-live  deaths  occurred  during 
the  year  ; twenty-two  last  year.  Disesases  of  the  lungs  will  usually  be  high  in  your 
district  owing  to  climatic  conditions,  and  the  nature  of  the  work  in  the  district  at 
the  furnaces,  etc.,  the  men  are  much  exposed  to  changes  of  temperature.  In  the 
mines  the  inhalation  of  fine  dust  has  a deleterious  influence  on  the  lungs  causing 
bronchitis  and  miners  lungs.  Pneumonia  was  very  prevalent  during  the  year,  and  we 
had  twenty-nine  deaths  from  this  cause,  and  among  the  men  pneumonia  cases  occur 
most  frequently  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays.  I am  afraid  intemperance  and  exposure 
to  cold  during  the  week  ends  is  the  cause  of  this.  We  may  call  pneumonia  an  infectious 
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disease  or  a disease  peculiar  to  this  district  and  IMiddlesbroiigh,  but  I tear  the  way 
we  live  has  a great  deal  to  do  with  it.  The  j^neumo  coccus  is  usually  found  in  the 
sputum,  but  this  exists  in  normal  throats  to  allow  them  to  act  we  must  have  some 
debilitating  causes — grief,  anxiety,  worry,  intemperance,  exposure,  etc.,  etc.  If  we 
clothe  ourselves  in  llannels,  be  tem])erate  in  eating  and  drinking,  and  take  care 
generally,  we  have  nothing  to  fear  from  pneumonia. 


TUBERCULOSIS  AND  WASTING. 

Consumption  claims  twenty  victims  as  against  twenty-five  last  year.  Eight 
]ioor  law  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  and  general  directions  were  given  those 
cases  about  prevention  and  spread.  We  do  nothing  in  the  way  of  ont-door  treat- 
ment, but  the  patients  themselves  now  understand  and  realize  the  benefits  to  be 
derived  from  being  much  out  of  doors  and  taking  a plentiful  supply  of  food,  and 
the  guardians  are  doing  much  in  these  cases  in  giving  extra  medicine  relief.  In 
treating  consumption  our  endeavour  is  (1)  To  remove  cause,  and  (2)  to  increase  the 
resistive  power  of  the  consumptive.  All  the  rules  of  treatment  are  framed  to  further 
one  or  both  of  these  objects. 

Let  me  first  review  what  science  has  discovered  concerning  the  causation  of 
consumption.  It  teaches  us  that  there  is  one  cause  only,  namely,  the  tubercle  bacillus. 
Concerning  this  there  is  no  uncertainty.  Supposition  and  conjecture  are  left  behind, 
and  the  great  truth  has  emerged.  The  tubercle  bacillus  grow-s  like  the  mould  in  a 
damp  cupboard,  and  by  its  action  the  substance  of  the  lung  is  destroyed,  but  more 
than  this,  it  produces  in  its  growth  compounds  excretions  if  you  wall,  which  circulate 
in  the  blood,  and  poisons  the  rest  of  the  body,  thus  giving  lise  to  the  fever,  vreakness, 
and  loss  of  power  in  every  part.  Through  countless  centuries  of  battle  with  disease, 
the  human  race  has  developed  an  antoganism  to  all  kinds  of  harmful  microbes.  The 
antagonising  power  is  contained  in  the  blood,  which  bathes  all  parts  of  the  being, 
and  actually,  by  its  germicidal  character,  exercises  a deterent  influence  on  the  growth 
of  the  tubercle  bacillus.  Unfortunately,  in  the  victims  of  consumption,  too  often 
the  blood,  vitiated  by  the  producers  of  the  microbe,  fails  in  its  action,  and  the  disease 
progressively  extends.  Since  the  tubercle  bacillus  is  the  sole  cause  of  the  disease, 
and  the  aim  and  object  of  all  treatment  is  to  exterminate  this  microbe,  w^e  may  test 
the  value  of  each  rule  for  treatment  by  enquiring  whether  it  tends  to  prevent  the 
growth  of  the  bacillus  or  no,  bearing  in  mind  that  its  action  may  be  beneficial  by 
strengthening  the  blood  and  increasing  its  germicidal  power.  But  it  may  be  asked 
how  we  are  to  know,  except  by  the  resnlt,  what  the  effect  on  the  bacillus  or  any  par- 
ticular detail  of  the  treatment  may  be  ? Experience,  and  the  researches  of  science 
will  prove  the  answer  and  direct  our  steps, 
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Scientists  ol  recent  years  lia\'e  grown  tlie  tubercle  bacillus  on  certain  nutritive 
substances  in  glass  tubes,  and  liave  noted  the  intluence  upon  it  ot  various  agencies. 
They  have  found  {a)  That  the  microbe  retains  its  vitality  for  a long  time  under 
adverse  circumstances  ; [b)  That  it  is  killed  by  boiling  water,  and  by  carbolic  acid 

and  other  antiseptics  ; (c)  That  direct  sunlight  is  rapidly  fatal  to  its  existence  ; and 
(d)  That  the  expectoration  of  consumptive  people  often  contains  the  microbes  in  large 
quantities  ; (c)  That  this  expectoration,  when  dried,  is  the  chief  means  of  disseminat- 
ing this  microbe.  All  these  conclusions  bear  directly  on  the  treatment.  We  learn 
that  treatment  to  be  ettectual  must  be  prolonged  ; that  sunlight  is  benehcial  ; that 
boiling  water  and  anteseptics  may  be  a safeguard  against  the  spread  of  the  disease 
between  individuals  ; that  the  expectoration  must  be  most  carefully  dealt  with  to 
prevent  the  chance  of  passing  on  the  infection  to  others. 

There  is  little  doubt  that  all  consumption  is  contracted  in  this  way  by  actual 
infection  ; that  is,  the  microbe,  voided  in  the  expectoration,  becomes  dry,  and  floats 
in  the  air  as  dust,  which,  entering  the  lungs  of  a healthy  person,  is  liable  to  start 
the  disease. 

That  consumption  is  an  inherited  disease  is  a fallacy,  though  there  is  no  doubt 
people  may  inherit  from  consumptive  ancestors  a constitution  of  body  wdiich  is 
suitable  for  the  growth  of  the  microbe,  and  that  these  individuals  are  therefore  more 
liable  to  the  disease  than  their  less  susceptible  and  more  fortunate  fellows.  We 
have  seen  that  the  great  protection  against  the  invading  bacillus  is  the  blood.  If 
the  body  is  strong  and  healthy,  the  blood  also  will  be  powerful,  and  wall  combat 
and  successfully  demolish  any  microbe  that  may  actually  enter  the  lungs.  But 
should  the  body  be  weak,  ill  nourished,  or  run  dowm,  then  all  the  blood  being  de- 
teriorated in  quality,  wall  be  a less  efficient  protector,  and  the  microbe,  if  present,  wall 
effect  a lodgment.  Similarly,  wffien  the  microbe  has  gained  an  entrance  into -the 
lung  tissue,  and  is  feeding,  a continuance  of  low  vitality  and  general  weakness  on 
the  part  of  the  ‘ ‘ host,’  ’ wall  be  favourable  to  its  growth  ; on  the  other  hand,  general 
increase  of  health  and  vigour  in  the  host  will  tend  to  its  destruction. 

We  may  summerize  thus  : — 

1.  Consumption  can  be  cured. 

2.  Treatment  as  practised  in  the  best  Sanatoriums,  can,  under  favour- 
able circumstances,  be  carried  out  successfully  at  home. 


3.  Treatment  must  be  prolonged.

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4.  The  aim  of  all  treatment  is  to  eradicate  the  microbes  from  the  lungs. 
This  cannot  be  done  to  any  great  extent  directly,  but  only  through  the  medium 
of  healthy  human  blood.  Therefore,  we  strive  in  every  way  possible  to  increase 
the  power  of  the  blood  by  fresh  air,  sunlight,  feeding  well,  and  rest  to  body 
and  mind. 

N.B. — When  a death  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  occurs  thorough  dis- 
infection of  the  sick  room  is  suggested  and  advised  before  it  is  again  occupied. 

SMALL  POX. 

No  case  of  Smallpox  occurred  in  your  district  during  the  year.  I regret  to 
state  that  the  Exemption  Certihcate  for  vaccination  is  now  largely  taken  advantage 
of,  and  I’m  afraid  we  wall,  have  to  pay  for  this  by-and-bye. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Tw-enty-twm  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  ; 17  w^ere  isolated  at  the 

Hospital,  and  we  had  no  deaths.  Scarlet  fever  patients  always  do  well  in  the  Hospital, 
and  many  lives  are  saved  by  isolation,  and  with  the  care  taken  with  them  we  have 
few^  complications,  such  as  kidney  disease  or  septic  throats. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

Whooping  cough  and  measles  are  the  dispair  of  Public  Health  Departments. 
The  loss  of  life  which  they  occasion  is  far  greater  than  that  wdiich  attends  on  Scarlet 
fever  and  diphtheria,  though  this  has  not  alwmys  been  the  case.  During  the  year 
we  have  had  twenty-one  deaths.  We  might  reduce  the  mortality  by  taking  the 
w'orst  cases  into  Hospital  and  treating  them  there,  or  they  should  be  isolated  at  home, 
but  this  means  a separate  room  and  a fire,  which  means  coal.  Is  it  possible  to  secure 
through  the  Guardians  a supply  of  fuel  for  this  object,  as  it  is  food  and  life  to  the 
little  child.  Is  this  wmrthy  of  consideration,  seeing  our  birth  rate  is  slowdy  but 
surely  decreasing. 

MEASLES. 

We  have  had  few  cases  of  measles  during  the  year,  the  disease  having  spent 
itself  in  the  epidemic  of  1907. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

Two  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  one  w^as  isolated  at  the  Hospital 
and  recovered,  the  other,  treated  at  home,  died.  Thiee  cases  of  continued  fever  of  a 
mild  type  occurred,  they  all  recovered.  Since  last  year’s  cases,  people  are  shy  about 
eating  mussels,  cockles,  or  shrimps  gathered  at  the  foreshore  uncooked.  I’m  glad 
the  public  have  taken  my  warning. 
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DIPTHERIA. 

W'e  have  had  eight  cases  notilied  during  the  year,  and  one  death  (six  cases 
at  Grangetown,  one  at  Eston,  and  one  at  South  Bank).  Six  cases  were  removed  to  the 
Sanatorium  and  all  the  cases  recovered.  The  infection  in  diphtheria  is  a direct  in- 
fection the  same  as  measles.  I cannot  say  that  1 ever  could  trace  any  case  of  infection 
to  a funeral,  buL  I have  many  times  traced  the  infection  to  the  way  the  body  is  exposed 
and  viewed  by  friends  and  neighbours  after  death.  This  should  not  be.  All  infections 
deaths  should  be  coftined  at  once  and  buried  as  soon  as  possible.  It  is  false  respect 
to  risk  life  for  sentiment  ; it  is  neither  reasonable  or  right. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY, 

The  term  ‘ ‘ infant  ’ ’ is  restricted  to  twelve  mionths  of  age.  The  high  mortality 
among  infants,  however  good  their  surroundings,  and  however  intelligently  maternal 
care  is  exercised,  arises  from  many  causes  ; a certain  portion  are  ])remature,  and 
cannot  survive,  some  are  born  with  malformations  and  other  defects  which  soon 
terminate  their  existence  ; others,  the  offspring  of  weakly  parents,  cannot  long 
survive,  and  in  spite  of  all  care  there  is  a large  proportion  who  will  succumb  to  one 
or  other  of  the  many  ailments  to  which  infancy  is  susceptible.  Making  due  allowance 
for  these,  it  may  be  taken  that  an  annual  death-rate  amongst  infants  of  100  per 
thousand  is  unavoidable,  and  if  this  be  granted,  it  follows  that  anything  above  this 
is  preventable,  although  the  necessary  means  to  prevent  it  are  so  extremely  difficult 
to  apply  that  even  in  the  best  districts  the  loss  of  infant  lives  is  in  excess  of  the 
standard.  Our  infantile  mortality  is  156  as  against  112  per  thousand  last  year. 
This  shows  a great  sacrifice  of  young  lives,  and  public  opinion  ought  to  be  aroused 
to  this  fact.  It  is  a scandal  and  a shame  that  in  every  other  department  of  sanitary 
science  we  have  been  able  to  do  much,  but  infantile  mortality  is  the  black  spot  in 
our  sanitary  efforts,  and  has  remained  about  the  same  for  the  last  20  years. 

\\T  should,  by  teaching  Hygiene  in  schools,  stir  up  public  opinion  in  this 
matter.  The  mother  is  the  natural  guardian  of  the  infant,  and  90  per  cent,  of  all 
mothers  should  feed  their  own  child  ; their  breast  milk  is  the  most  natural  and  suit- 
able for  their  own  child. 

The  increasing  carelessness  and  deficient  sense  of  responsibility  among  the 
younger  women  of  the  present  day  is  largely  the  result  of  the  general  influence  of 
our  modern  school  system,  and  of  the  literature  for  which  schooling  has  set  np  a 
demand.  The  disinclination  of  women  for  domestic  service  (the  ])roportion  of  women 
in  domestic  service  has  declined  from  14.2  m 1891  to  12.2  in  1901)  is  attributed  to 
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our  compulsory  education.  The  laws  of  health  and  domestic  hygiene  are  taught 
in  our  secondry  and  other  schools  to  a greater  extent  than  ever  before,  and  the 
ignorance  on  the  subject  is  therefore  due  to  indifference  rather  than  to  want  of 
opportunity.  It  is  obvious,  therefore,  that  instruction  in  the  subject  should  be 
compulsory  m all  elementary  schools,  and  not  be  relegated  to  the  optional  classes 
of  continuation  or  secondry  schools.  Such  instruction  can  only  be  taught  properly 
by  teachers  who  are  themselves  well  grounded  in  its  general  principles,  and  unfor- 
tunately only  a small  proportion  of  the  teachers  are  so  qualihed.  It  is,  therefore, 
important  that  every  educational  authority  should,  without  delay,  give  facilities 
for  their  elementary  school  teachers  obtaining  suitable  instruction  in  elementary 
sanitation,  and  in  domestic  and  school  hygiene,  so  that  they  may  be  qualihed  to 
impart  the  necessary  information  on  those  subjects  to  the  children  attending  the 
elementary  school.  To  get  in  touch,  however,  with  the  mothers  of  to-day  and  bring 
to  their  notice,  in  a practical  manner,  the  proper  methods  of  feeding  and  managing 
their  children,  I know  of  no  better  means  than  the  appointment  of  women  health 
visitors. 

N.B. — The  Notihcation  of  Births  Act,  1907,  has  not  been  adopted  in  the 
district.

This  Institution  continues  to  be  ap})reciated  ; 44  cases  ol  infections  disease 

was  notified.  Seven  being  Id'ysipilas  wliicli  I don’t  urge  to  go  into  the  Hospital 
as  tliey  are  not  as  a rule  suitable,  and  do  no  harm  remaining  at  liome,  in  fact,  1 don’t 
think  Erysipilas  should  be  a notitiable  disease  at  all.  This  would  reduce  onr  cases  to 
37.  Of  these  37  cases,  26  cases  were  removed  to  the  Sanatorium,  that  is  two-thirds 
ol  the  cases  were  remo\xd  from  their  homes,  and  1 am  glad  to  be  able  to  state  that 
we  had  no  deaths.  We  had  17  scarlet,  6 diphtheria,  1 enteric,  and  2 measles.  Many 
improvements  have  been  carried  out  at  the  Sanatorium,  including  lighting  and  an  out- 
side lamp,  this  is  a great  convenience.  The  heating  of  the  wards  with  pipes  should 
be  considered,  and  also  the  nursing  accommodation.  Miss  Whatten  and  her  staff  has 
done  excellent  work  during  the  year,  and  the  tone  of  the  Institution  is  everything  that 
one  can  wish.  During  the  year  all  the  staff  at  the  Sanatorium  have  been  revaccinated.

My  duties: — “to  enquire  into 
and  ascertain,  by  such  wwys  and  means  as  were  at  my  disposal,  the  causes,  origin, 
and  distribution  of  diseases  within  the  Eston  District,  and  to  ascertain  to  wffiat  extent 
the  same  have  depended  on  conditions  capable  of  removal  or  investigation.'’ 

I have  pointed  out  from  time  to  time  the  difficulties  with  which  I have  to 
contend.  We  are  proud  of  our  material  progress,  prosperity,  and  commercial 
position,  and  point  with  pride  to  our  low  death  rate.  This  is  no  doubt  due  to  your 
care  and  expenditure  on  sanitary  matters.  This  year  the  death  rate  is  14.60  per 
1,000  per  annum.

The  Slaughter  Houses,  Common  Lodging  House,  Cowsheds,  Dairies  and  Milk- 
shops  have  been  visited  and  inspected  during  the  year  and  ha\T  all  been  found  to  be 
in  very  satisfactory  condition. 

In  one  case  it  was  found  necessary  to  serve  notice  on  the  owner  of  a vSlaughter 
House  to  re-pave  the  yard  adjoining,  and  carry  out  certain  repairs  to  the  Slaughter 
House  entrance.  This  was  at  once  attended  to,  and  the  repairs,  as  suggested  carried 
out  m a satisfactory  manner. 

The  Lodging  House  in  Munby  Street  is  well  kept,  but  the  proprietor  has  not 
carried  out  the  suggestion  of  the  IMedical  Officer  to  pro\dde  a bath  and  hot  water  supply 
to  lavatories.

The  nightsoil  from  the  North  portion  of  the  District  has  been  sold  by  tender 
to  Mr.  \\3'ightson,  Low  Grange  Farm,  and  any  applications  from  allottment  holders 
for  night  soil  har^e  been  attended  to  without  charge. 

An  iron  cauldron  railway  wagon  has  been  purchased  for  the  removal  of  house- 
hold and  street  refuse  from  the  South  Bank  portion  of  your  District.  This  wagon 
stands  on  a siding  at  Clay  Lane  MTrks  and  is  periodically  removed  and  emptied  by 
Messrs.  Bolckow,  Vaughan  & Co.

Disinfecting. 

There  has  been  a continued  falling  ofl'  in  the  number  of  Notihable  Infectious 
Diseases  during  the  year.  The  actual  number  notihed  being  42,  as  against  56  in 
1908,  95  in  1907,  and  218  in  1906. 

In  all  cases  after  removal  of  Patients  to  the  Sanatorium,  aud  on  the  recovery 
of  Patients  treated  at  home,  the  houses  have  been  carefully  and  thoroughly  disinfected. 
Limewash,  brushes  and  disinfectants  have  as  usual  been  supplied  free  of  charge  to  all 
applicants.

SANATORIUM. 


Twenty-six  Patients  were  removed  to  the  Sanatorium  during  the  year  including 
two  cases  of  Measles,  removed  from  the  Territorial  Camps  at  Redcar  and  Guisbroh 

A fresh  porter  (J.  Bean)  was  engaged  for  Sanatorium  in  April  ; he  has  proved 
very  satisfactory,  attending  well  to  his  duties,  and  has  made  a marked  improvement 
in  the  Sanatorium  gardens. 

During  the  yesiV  the  Victoria  Wrd  has  been  covered  throughout  with  Linoleum, 
a new  brick  set-pot  has  been  built  in  the  Laundry  ; the  Sanatorium  has  been  htted 
throughout  with  Incandescent  gas  burners,  and  various  small  improvements  and 
renewals  have  been  carried  out. 

The  whole  of  the  buildings  have  been  re-painted  on  the  outside. 


SEWERAGE. 


The  Sewers  throughout  the  District  are  in  good  working  condition. 

The  open  MAtercourses  have  been  cleaned  out  and  the  Sewers  where  necessarv 
have  been  periodically  flushed. 

A high  cast-iron  ventilating  shaft  has  been  fixed  on  the  Sewer  on  the  main  road 
near  to  the  Oddfellows’  Hall,  Eston,  which  is  working  quite  efliciently.
